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SUPERINTENDEINT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Croydon: 

The  long  list  of  annual  reports  prepared  for  the 
citizens  of  Croydon  is  continued  by  this  the  nineteenth 
annual  report  of  a  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  is 
the  fifth  by  the  present  author. 

SURVEY 

The  work  of  the  public  schools  has  continued 
along  normal  lines.  There  was  one  important  change 
in  the  teaching  staff  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs. 
Persons.  Her  successor,  Mrs.  Mary  E.  McCullough, 
is  a  Normal  School  graduate  with  previous  experience 
who  is  assuming  the  responsibilities  of  the  Flat  School. 
It  is  not  always  possible  to  secure  experienced  teachers 
at  the  moderate  salary  which  it  is  possible  for  our 
smaller  communities  to  pay.  Croydon  is  fortunate  in 
retaining  those  who  have  had  years  of  school  service.

Your  attention  has  been  previously  called  to  the 
continuous  small  enrollment  at  the  Ryder  Corner 
School.  No  action  is  recommended  at  this,  although 
it  should  be  in  the  minds  of  the  Board  and  citizens 
that  at  some  time  it  may  become  advisable  to  trans- 
port such  children  as  are  left  in  this  area  to  some 
other  school. 

REPAIRS 

The  recommended  repairs  for  this  year  are  mainly 
the  painting  on  the  outside  of  the  school  building  at 
the  Flat.  There  is  also  a  desirability  for  a  new  fence 
around  the  school  yard  at  this  same  building.  These 
items  are  called  to  your  attention  so  that  necessary 
action  may  be  taken  to  provide  the  required  funds  for 
the  purpose. 

BUDGET 

The  budget  for  the  year  is  practically  the  same 
as  that  for  the  preceding  year.  The  assessment  will 
not  be  any  added  burden  upon  the  tax  payer.  It 
would  appear  that  the  appropriation  requested  by  this 
budget  will  make  it  possible  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  schools  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  high  school 
tuition  item  continues  to  be  of  considerable  size  nor 
can  it  be  avoided  as  under  the  state  law  a  community 
without  a  high  school  is  obliged  to  provide  for  high 
school  education. 

HEALTH 

The  report  of  the  School  Nurse  is  included  as  a 
part  of  this  report.  From  that  it  will  be  seen  that 
rather  definite  progress  is  being  made  in  providing  for 
the   health   interests   of    the   boys   and  gifls.     The  cor- 
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rections  that  have  taken  place  during  the  year  have 
made  possible  improvement  in  the  work  of  pupils  and 
have  also  corrected  disabilities  which  in  their  very  na- 
ture in  future  years  might  be  of  very  great  detriment 
to  the  health  of  the  individuals.

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NOTICE  TO  DOG  OWNERS 


Chapter  150,  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 

Section  6— Every  owiier  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three 
months  old  or  over  shall  annually  on  or  before  April 
30  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and 
licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  the  ensuing 
May,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town 
wherein  said  dog  is  kept,  and  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  a  collar  distinctly  marked  with  its 
owner's  name,  and  bearing  attached  to  said  collar  a 
metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  registered  number. 
Said  tag  shall  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense 
of  the  city  or  town  from  the  amount  received  from 
dog  license  fees. 

Section  18— The  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  select- 
men of  each  town  shall  annually  within  ten  days  from 
May  first  issue  a  warrant  to  one  or  more  police  officers 
or  constables  directing  them  to  proceed  forthwith 
either  to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all  dogs  within  such 
city  or  town  not  licensed  and  collared  according  to 
the  provision  of  this  chapter,  and  to  enter  complaint 
against  the  owners  or  keepers  thereof;  and  any  person 
may,  and  every  police  officer  and  constable  shall  kill 
or  cause  to  be  killed  all  such  dogs,  whenever  and 
whtrever  found.
